C o l. C ra n d a ll w as born at S y r a ­ 
cuse, N . Y . , F e b ru a ry 25, 1833, 


his parents, B em an C ran d all and 
w ife , fo rm erly P ollie T u ttle, being 
natives o f Con n ecticu t. 
T h e fa m ­ 


ily rem oved to C ry sta l L a k e , III., 
in w h a t is n o w k n o w n as M c H e n r y 
co u n ty, in 1835, the nearest settle­ 


m en t then b ein g some forty miles 


distant, Indians and 
w ild beasts 
being seen daily. 
In that com m u n ity the subject of 
this sketch attended school about 
six m onths each year until he w as 
13 
years 
old, and then attended 
G lea so n ’ s 
norm al school 
in C h i ­ 
cago for 
a part of one term, this 
bein g the exten t of his schooling. 
B e in g th ro w n upon his o w n re­ 
sources at tbe age 
of 
13 
years, 
y o u n g C ra n d a ll follow ed such pur­ 
suits as afforded him the greatest 
time for reading 
and study, 
and 
thus obtained a fairly good educa­ 
tion. 
In 1853 C o l. C ra n d a ll 
made 
a 
trip to the Pacific coast, w a lk in g 
the last 
500 miles, 
carryin g his 
bundle on his back, and eight years 
were spent in m in in g in the state 
of C alifornia. 
O n his return to the states, early 
in 1861, he settled in Saline coun­ 
ty, M o . 
O n the b rea kin g out of 
the civil w a r he took^ sides 
w ith 
the union, and retu rning to his old 
home in Illinois he raised tw o reg­ 
im ents of federal soldiers. 
H is business interests again c a ll­ 
in g him to M issouri, he w as in the 
battle at M arshall, in 1863, and in 
N o v em b e r o f that year 
he 
per­ 
m a n en tly located in Sedalia. 
H e 
w as in the battle of Sedalia, O c ­ 
tober 15, 
1864, 
and 
w as taken 
prisoner by the C on fed erates w h en 
the city fell. 
Ha v ing 
dev o ted 
co nsidera ble 


called a m eeting of the holders of 
the S e d a lia bonds. 
A t this m eeting 
he effected a 
com prom ise by w h ich the interest 
on the w h ole 
debt w as 
reduced 
from 
10 per cent to 5 per cent, 
thereby s a v in g the taxpayers of 
Sedalia over 
$2 C o ,cx >o in interest 
a one. 
In 1875 Col. C ran d all organized 
the Pettis C o u n ty bank, and fcr 
five years was its efficient presi- 
d m t . 
O n disconnecting himself w ith 
that institution, he organized the 
Missouri Trust C o ., and was elect­ 
ed president, 
w hich 
position he 
held a num ber of years , 
resign­ 
in g on ly a fe w w eek s ago to accept 
the presidency of the Sedalia Trust 
C o ., w h ich he held at the time of 
his death. 
C ol. 
C ran d all alwav» took an 
ft/ 
active 
interest 
in 
politics, 
but 
never sought office. 
In 1868 he 
w as the dem ocratic candidate for 
state 
s<\nator 
from 
the 
district 
composet!!!^ of L a fa y e tte , Pettis and 
Saline counties, but w as defeated 
w ith his associates on the ticket, 
of 
w h om 
he 
ran 
considerably 
ahead. 
F rom 186S to 
1872 
C ol. C r a n ­ 
dall w as a 
m em ber of the dem o­ 
cratic state 
executive com mittee, 
and it w as he w h o first suggested 
w hat a fterw a rd becam e k n o w n as 
the 
“ ’ possum 
p o lic y ,” 
w hich 
proved successful lu 1870, it ta k in g 
the state out 
of the 
hands of the 
republicans. 
Col. C ra n d a ll w as 
married 
in 
1864 to M iss 
K a te A . K id d , 
by 
w h om he had four children, three 
of w h om are still livin g. H is home 
at B r o a d w a y a n d -K e n tu c k y streets 
w as one of the handsomest in the 
city, and there it was, in the com ­ 
pany of his devoted w ife, that he 
could a lw a y s be found w h en not at 
his place of business. 
In the death of C ol. 
C ran d all 
Sedalia has lo it one of its very best 
citizens, and to the w id o w and the 
children the sym p a th y of the en ­ 
tire com m u n ity w ill be extended in 
their great bereavm ent.

covery that tenants in the country 
are growing more numerous.

An effort made by the striking 
freight handlers of East St. Louis 
to call out the men in the freight 
houses on this side of the river to­ 
day was only partially successful, 
says a St. Louis dispatch of the 
5th inst. 
Less than 100 went oat, it is 
stated. 
x\ crowd of 200 strikers 
and sympathizer.s from 
the east 
side succeeded in getting most of 
the men in the North St. Louis 
freight houses, near the river front, 
to quit work. 
They 
were dis­ 
persed by the police, however, 
when they reached the Cupples 
station district and made a demon­ 
stration around the Frisco and Mis­ 
souri Pacific warehouses. 
The attempt to extend the strike, 
which has been in progress in East 
St. Louis since Monday, 
to the 
Missouri side was made, it is said, 
in retaliation for the policy the 
railroads adopted of billing freight 
through lo St. Louis in order to 
avoid the congested warehouses on 
the east side. 
In East St. Louis the congestion 
of traffic continues, only a small 
quantity of freight being moved. 
The Illinois Central railroad has 
imported 120 negroes, whom they 
put to work in the places of the 
striking truckers and sorters. 
A car full of youths and boys 
from nearby points are also being 
used by the road as checkers and 
clerks. 
They and the freight han­ 
dlers are working without inter­ 
ference. 
Small forces of men are at work 
in the warehouses of the Chicago 
and Alton and Mobile and Ohio 
railroad. The i ,500 striking freight 
handlers are still out. 
They are 
confident of winning through the 
co-operation of the other railroad 
men.

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BURNING OP BONDS. 


Payette Celebrated 4th Witli 
$1,000,000 Bontìre. 


ROAD WAS NEVER B11ÍLT 


When Heav y Burden Was Lifted Re­ 
m arkable Celebratio n o f the 
Ev ent Was Arranged. 


The principal feature o f 
the 
Fo urth o f July celebratio n at F ay­ 
ette was a bo nfire, in which bo nds 
and interest co upo ns which, at o ne 
time, represented a debt o f 
o o o , were burned. 
All H o w ard co unty participated 
in the celebratio n, fo r the debt was 
the co unty’s. 
The bo nds, $750,000 wo rth in 
all, were vo ted in the reco nstruc­ 
tio n days fo r a railro ad. 
The citizens autho rized $500,003 
o f them and the co unty co urt vo lun­ 
tarily raised the amo unt $350,000. 
This ro ad, like tho se with which 
nearly every co unty in Misso uri 
had so me ex perience, was m ythi­ 
cal. 
A n insubstantial ‘ ro ad-bed was 
co nstructed, but that was as far as 
the wo rk ever pro ceeded. 
W h en the citizens o f the co unty 
learned that they were no t to get 
their mo ney’s wo rth, they went to 
the co urts. 
They were beaten there just as 
H o w ard ’s sister co unties have been 
beaten o n the same pro po sitio n, 
the co urt deciding that, as the 
bo nds were m the hands o f inno ­ 
cent purchasers fo r value, the co un­ 
ty must pay them. 
It was a bitter pill fo r Ho ward 
co unty to swallo w, but it was nec­ 
essary medicine and she to o k it. 
She to o k up the task o f paying 
o ff the indebtedness, increasing her 
tax atio n until she co uld no t o nly 
meet the interest every year, but 
also cut do wn the principal mate­ 
rially. 
Nearly $1,000,000 was ex ­ 
pended to discharge the debt. 
The last bo nd was paid last 
February, and it was then that the 
unusual Fo urth o f July celebratio n 
was arranged. 
The i./ui'ning o f the bo nds was 
preceded by an o ld-fashio ned bar­ 
becue, in which many tho usands 
participated. 
Beeves, cattle, sheep, bread and 
co ffee co nstituted the menu. 
A t 3 o ’clo ck the citizens met in 
the square surro unding the H o w ­ 
ard co unty co urt ho use and the 
bo nfire was started. 
W hen the heaps o f musty o ld 
, paper that co nstituted the certifi­ 
cates o f indebtedness were thro wn 
into the flames, the cro wd jo ined in 
a mighty cheer. 
Sam C. Majo r made an address 
in which he reviewed the histo ry o f 
the bo nd issue and co ngratulated 
the citizens upo n the maintenance 
o f the co unty’s ho no r by the pay­ 
ment o f an 
indebtedness that it 
might have eluded as o ther co un­ 
ties o f the state have do ne. 
He drew an amusing picture o f 
the bed o f the mythical ro ad as it
